Althonzh  the published facts show
that the white men who were actors in
the two trazedies which have stivred the
foundation of our neighhor's pity, were
held bBlameless, the Press and Buaner
assumes that the papers which pulilish-
od these facts have wilfully falsifiod the
Tyets, amld that the negroes were bratally
shol down in coll blood, and asserts in
substance that this is nearly always the
ease in encounters between whites and
hlacks.

Perhaps we wonld not have feltim-
pelled to notice this article il the people
of Abbeville ind not heen specifieally
included in this sweeping arraignment.
in the following languag:

It isa dizzraes to our civilization tha
these poor, helpless ereatures may e
wantonly Eilled atany time with perfiect
twpunity, amd  the Charlotte Obsereer
may cease to make any pretensions for
an equal administration of the laws if
sueh killing is to wo unpunished. We
eliim no exemption of blame for Ahbe-
ville County or this Judicial Cirenit if
there has been develiction in the prose-
cution of white men for the killing of
negeons, and we believe no white man
has ever sutffered for any assault upon a
negro, although numbers of them have
been slain,”

We are not the apologist of eriminals,
and we defend.cno man who wantonly
and without provoeation commits mur-
«der. But we promptly and carnestly
raise our volces against this wholesale
artaignment of the people of a whale
seetion, upon beliel and supposition. 1t
lias long been a favorite theory of the
vditor of the Press and Bawner that
‘the true provinee of the journalist is to
give the fuels of every mattor it dis-
cusses.  Lethiin give to the public some
Jucets to account for his strange opinions

and  remarkahle thie

charges  azainst
white people of this Couaty.

Our coutemporiry afliets to heliove
that negroes are systematically and con-
stantly shot down by whize men without
pretext or o eolor. Now  sinee we have
Tived in this conunmity we enn recall
but two instances in wiich nesroes has
been  Killed by white wen, and that
was done in sell defence.

15 a nearo offends a
white man—he cannot fnsnlf himsel®, he-
ennse b is Lis inferior—the white man
purishes the offnea immediately and
personatly, aud it is very seldom that

recourse is had to deadly weapons,

Our contemporary assumes that there
s tacit sureement on the part of the
Cowrts and juries 1o let go seott-free
every white man who assaultsn negro
and to punish every nogro who assanlts
a white man. AL the last term of the
Court for this County a negro who was
indietad foran assault committed agninst
a white man was acquitted Iy a dury
composed wholly of white men. The
ovidenee was strong against him but the

S ury gave him the benefit of the doubt.

At every term of our Court nesroes are

defended for every grade of offinse by

able counsel, without reward or the
hope of reward.

We shall always promptly join the
Pres: and Bunner in the denuncintion
of unprovoked and wilfull murder, but
we shall judge each case upon its par-
ticular state of faets. \

To thir charge of murder, to which a
people who have ever beon brave, gener-
ons and kind, are brought to answer at
the Lar of the public opinion of the

LEGISLATIVE VYROCEEDINCS,

House of Represcantatives.

Corvasy, Decombor, 5 —The Colum-
Lia Female Collowe students, who had
come to witizess the inaoguration  cere-
monies and who oceupied the gallery,
were present and were evidently inter-
ested in the vemsks of Mr. Farrow.
Like the traditional cods ol the thoea-
trical wallevy, these soddesses of the
legislative wallery were the most ap-
preciative element off Mr., Farrow's au-
dienee.  The Billy said Mr. Parrow, was
mesnt for the proteetion of the charvae-
ter of women., The lnw degrndes the

institution of marriage when it stoops to
weigh the dasnn which she has sus-

tained by the filurve of a man (o carry
out hix promise to marry her.  The vio-
lation of any such promise was no dam-
age to a virtuous woman, [Sensation
among the goddesses.] A woman who
was so treated by a man was rather to
be congratulated upon hier eseape from
an unworthy partner, and the taking of
the case into Court had a demoralizing
tendeney.
